THE HOGS OF LICE 


First Thing Is to Disinfect Pers, Bed 
ding and Wallow— Then Use Pow­ 
dered Staphisagria. 


(3y E. T. RAKER. Veterinarian. Idaho 
Experiment Station.) 
A pig weighing 150 pounds will have 
approximately 12 pints of blood, each 
pint containing 7,080 drops, or a little 
over 92,000 drops of blood. 
If a louse 
abstracts a drop a day, and the pig 
is boarding several thousand lice, it 
is easy to see where the profit goes 
when “ hogs don’t pay.” 
It is worse than usoless to “ dope” 
the pig with “ lice killer” without dis­ 
infecting pens, bedding and, 
in 
the 
spring, the wallow. 
First, burn all the loose, dry straw, 
clean out manure; 
spray 
the 
pen 
floors, walls, beams, troughs and every 
crevice with a ten per cent, solution 
of fo-malin or a half-gallon of formalin 
to five gallons of water. 
Creolin may 
be added to wallow in warm weather, 
say half a pint to a large wallow. 
Then dust on each pig powdered 
staphisagria. This will cause the aver­ 
age louse to homestead elsewhere.

A poison may injure some of the 
cells without causing the death of the 
whole body. 
The amount of injury 
done depends, among other things, 
upon the quantity of poison taken 
and the ability of the cells to resist 
it. 
('ells that are vigorous, well nour­ 
ished and healthy can resist poison 
better 
than 
those in the opposite 
condition. 
The most dangerous ef­ 
fect of alcohol upon the body as a 
whole is that it lias the power to cre­ 
ate an almost irresistible appetite lor 
more. 
Pure alcohol would never be drunk 
by any one who had the least respect 
for the sense of taste, but the agree­ 
able flavor of grapes, 
apples 
and 
other fruits which still remains in 
w ine ami cider anti brandy conceal 
the repulsive taste of alcohol. 
At a meeting recently held in Ixin 
don under the presidency of the lord 
mayor, men ot business w'cre sori 
ously invited by medical and other 
speakers to consider the effect of the 
ordinary use of alcohol upon commer 


cial efficiency. 
At this meeting these effect 
alcohol 
were 
firmly 
established.. 
First, alcohol impairs every human 
faculty. 
Second, the 
higher 
anc 
more complex the human faculty, the 
more pronounced is the effect. Third, 
the effects of alcohol are cumulative, 
that is, its continuous use even in 
comparatively 
moderate 
quantities 
impairs the faculties at a rapidly in 
creasing rate.—William Few'.

tariff rat« s are ruinous to them. 
Kntil the late ’70s Quinine had al- j 
ways borne a heavy tariff tax, though ! 
not a pound of bark was grown in 
this country. 
As a result th e retail 
price was very high—$3 and $1 an 
ounce, and 
sometimes going up as 
high as $7.50 an ounce. 
( 
At such prices the poor could not | 
afford to buy quinine. 
In the south \ 
malaria raged. 
T he 
people 
w r e 1 
shaking with ague, but they could n o t 
afford to buy enough quinine to cure 
themselves. 
T he high protective tariff had built 
up an extensive quinine m anufactur­ 
ing business. 
There were five firms 
of chemists manufacturing flu» drug, 
and one of them, a Philadelphia firm, 
was the largest producer of quinine 
in the world. 
The appeal of the poor for cheaper 
quinine was finally 
heard 
by 
press, and in 187ft
